A Philippine gentleman possessed of 


a small tract of land considers bimaelf 
of some little importance and doesn' be- 
ieve in hard work. He gets hiB labor 
rom the poor class and pays a very 
mall sum for it. Aa a rule be also al- 
ows them a sback on tbe premises. In 
>hi9 manner be realizes quite a sum off 
his crops of hemp and cocoanut. A 
young Spaniard living in this way bad a 
plantation of about one thousand cocoa- 
nut trees and said bis annual income 
from them alone was about $1300 Mexi. 
can money, or $500 in TJ. 8., currency. 
Many of them bave trading stores and 
barter their goods with the coast traders, 
taking in exchange dresa goods and such 
articles as can readily be disposed of to 
the natives of the town for ogga, rice 
commotlea, etc.

ten." live in style, having comfortable 
shacks, good food and servants to do tbe 
house work. Tuey possess household 
furniture and taken in all live in a civi- 
lized manner. They dresa well, the men 
usually wearing wbite suits, straw bats 
aud wbite duck shoes and look rather 
sporty in this make up. Tbe women 
also bave fine clothes and dress accord- 
ingly, many of them in silks and in cloth 
made of the pineapple which almost 
equals silk in appearance. It in very expen 
sive and only the wealthy caii wear dres- 
ses of tais kind.

houses were not so finely furnished, 
many of them not bavinz either bedstead 
or cook stove. Some fashioned a stove 
on a table covered with Band and built a 
small oven but many did their cooking 
by placing atones in such a manner that 
a pot coolrt bB placed on tbem and a fire 
built under it, and when the food was 
ready for eating they wou'd 
gather 


around the pot or dish on the fl jor, sit- 
ting in a position very much like one a 
monkey takea and instead of using knife, 
fork and spoon would gather up the food 
in tbtlr lingers and shape itinto'aball 
and then put it in the mouth. Same- 
timea a cocoanut shell or a piece of bark 
was used as a dish and a thin piece of 
bamboo for a spoon, but this was not 
often the case aa they prefer the fingers 
to eat with. 


Their beds were mostly mats woven 


of nips and when the person was ready 
to retire all (hat had to be done was to 
unroll it, spread it on the floor, take a 
light cover and pillow and lay down and 
in tbe morning it was easily made up by 
rolling and placed in a corner until 
wanted again. The position a Philip- 
pine takea is peculiar and is hard to un- 
derstand. Tiro pillows are generally 
used bnt someiimea more. 
He -will 


stretch out on his mat with a pillow un- 
der his bead, one for the feet and often 


we heard some talking up the road and 
when the persons put in appearance 
they proved to be native women who 
had been to the mountains for potatoes. 
When they reached the bank of the 
river they stopped and debated whether 
they should pass us on the bridge and 
dually one woman made Ihe break and 
started. It is no wonder they were 
bashful for they were dressed in fljld 
costume, dresses girded around the lions, 
bare-footed and carrying baskets on theii 
beads. The leader, however, tried to 
get her dress down and succeeded partly 
in no doing, and it was very amusing to 
watch them shying by and I suppose 
cussing because we did not look ia an- 
other direction. 
Bjt even with the 


looseness of dress in this place the mor- 
ality of these people could not be ques- 
tioned. 


The Children. 


The children are bright little fellows 


and are well cared for by their parents. 
When they are quite small the mother 
has a swing made of a thin bamboo pole 
and on this she ties a bed cover or cloth 
and puts the baby in and lets it swing. 


When tbe baby moves the pole springs 


aud answers aa a cradlu. When they 
are big enough to walk they are taught 
to swim, for when tbe mother goes to 
bathe she lakes the child with her and 
so they grow to be expert swimmers. 
They have games much like the children 
of our own country. Spinning lops is a 
favorite pastime, and they play a game 
of marbles, using for a marble eea shells 
gambling with them a» though some- 
thing great was at stake. These young- 
sters are pretty large before they wear 
clothes and then it is often only a shirt. 
But once they go to school they dress up 
and feel of some importance. 


"The

Critics all agree that the author of 


"Hugh Wynne" essayed a daring vent- 
ure when beset oat to write an imagined 


fruit trees looked positively pitiful with 
their young leaves pinched and shriveled 
and the little pe»chea and apricots al- 
ready the siza of a large pea, blackened 
and dried up. Strange to say tbe bios, 
soms stood the frost fairly well, ao tbe 
late fruit is not entirely destroyed. They 
tell me that, owing to the dryueas of tbe 
atmosphere, fruit can endure a sharp 
frost here. 


Since coming to Oklahoma I have not 


seen a atone big enough to throw at * 
sparrow. The soil, a red sandy loam, Is 
absolutely stoneless. When constantly 
driven over or walked upon it becomes 
almost aa hard as cement. Hence the 
country roads are not piked or made In 
any way. They .'re just marked out and 
driven over until the prairie grass ia 
trodden out. Tbe roads ara evidently 
very easy on horsas' feet, for nearly all 
tbe horses, both in town and country, 
go unshod. A few wear shoes on the 
fore feet, bat I have not seen a dozen 
horses here with their hind feet shod. 


Ail Ihe houses here are built without 


cellars. There seems to be no particular 
reason for tbia bevond the tendency in a 
new country to run houses up quickly, 
aa though for temporary nse only. Tbe 
cyclone shelter or cave ia the only thing 
here that resembles a cellar. These caves 
are pits eight or ten feet square and 
bricked up all around the sides. The 
arched roof, which rises soms two fee 
above the level of the ground is covere 
with earth aud sod and fitted with a tra 
door. About half the people in tow 
have theee cavea and thither all fie 
when a cyclone seems to be at hand. 


Since 1 wrote of that dual gltorm whic. 


sent every one into shelter, we have bat 
two all day dust storms. These wer 
less violent than the first one but the 
were bad enough. The clouds of dua 
were so thick aa to obscure tbe aun en 
tirely. The houses a block away te-

Imagine a 
hustling city of twenty-flve thousand In- 
habitants, with substantial buildings in 
the business section, asphalt paved 
streets, trolleys and all the otber ap. 
polntments of a city, on a spot which 
fifteen years ago was nothing but wild 
prairie land. 


I have been surprised, too, at the or- 


derliness of this new country. In tbe 
three months that I have been in Ed- 
mond I have not seen a drunken man, 
neither bave I beard an oath nor even a 
rough word from the groups on the 
street corners. I fear that there are 
many eastern towns of which ao good a 
report could not be made.

Tbe history ot the discovery of oil 


along Oil Creek in Venango county, Pa., 
was because toe oil came to the surface, 
put itself In evidence for years until it 
compelled someone to dig to find out 
more about it. At points along Oil Creek 
springs Issued from the banks of the 
stream, bringing up oil, which collected 
on tbe surface of the water as It stood in 
the pools below tbe springs. Yet It was 
thirty or forty years after this was first 
noted before tbe Qrst well was developed 
and yielded a thousand gallons a day. 


It was at one time thought that petro- 


leum should be looked for where coal 
abounded. This idea has been exploded 
and the best authorities of the day say 
that it is to be looked for where shaler, 
sandstones and slate make up the geo- 
logical formation. 


What has all this to do with Adams 


county ? Oh, that la coming. If there 
are any spots within her borders answer- 
ing such description, there would be the 
the place to look for it. Now there is 
one valley among the mountains back 
of Orrtanna that could answer the de- 
scription. It abounds ia the shales and 
slate formations. 


Strange how one can live years and 


never hear of things and yet when once 
beard of corroboration springs up from 
numerous sources. In this valley spoken 
of there are springs feeding a beautiful 
little stream. On the water flowing 
from one of these springs an oil of a 
greenish blueish hue was seen. 
It 


skirted the edges where the water was 
quiet and not where the current ran. To 
find such an oil on the water at this sea- 
son of tbe year, after tbe beavy rains 
and high waters could only be accounted 
for as coming out of the ground. 


When tbe question was asked whether 


this was an unusual sight tbe informa 
tion was forthcoming that It had been 
noted again and again. That the oil had 
gotten into the stream and bad been 
seen on the water iu tbe quiet pools and 
back water of the stream. When the 
matter was mentioned to an old citizen 
the reply was, "Well, I wouldn't be sur- 
prised lhat there was oil there, for thirty 
years ago I was told by parties living In 
the same vicinity, of the oil upon the 
water."

ties to burn, but when a flame was

the Secretary of Agriculture at Wash, 
ington who said that tbe farmer ot today 
had money to invest and when he was 
remonstrated with as to the proverbial 
poor mouth tbe farmer makes bia reply 
was that that might bave been so come 
years ago. It is not ao now. You cau't 
whine on a full stomach, full barns and 
a fall pocketbook. That Is the condi- 
tion of the farmer today. He Is growing 
rich. lie has become a creditor Instead 
of a debtor. He Is a capitalist bunting 
places to invest his surplus. Indeed 
what they want most is a safe place to 
put their surplus where it will bring 
them a fair rate of interest. When asked 
whether farm lands was a good Invest- 
ment his answer was that any farm that 
will now produce enough to carry itself, 
that is, to pay its taxes and a low rate of 
interest is a good purchase. Tbe public 
lands bave been largely taken up. We 
are farming better every day and tbe 
business of farming will be more profit- 
able as time goes on. 
* * 


The Sacretary went on to explain thai 


the big balance of trade in our lavor 
with all other countries ia largely due to 
the enormous amount that our farmers 
sell abroad. Our wheat crop ia wortk 
more than the value of the product of 
all the gold minea in tbe world, and add 
to that the value ol the corn, oat*, hay, 
cotton and all the other crops make tbe 
figures enormous. We do not kcow 
what we have or how rich we are. It 
was declared that farming baa always 
paid when managed in a business like 
manner. But tbe day has passed when 
you can take it up aa a makeshift. The 
man who would make money in farming 
today must know hia farm and how to 
farm it. lie must know the nature of 
tbe foods and fertilizers. He must un- 
derstand tbe markets and bring the 
same business judgment to bear that Is 
necessary to the success of other bnei- 
neases. Above all the farmer must keep 
up to the times and farm eeientificilly, 
for It is only in that way that he can get 
the most out of his land.
